NO FOUL PLAY. 


William Shandon’s Death Was Caused 
by a Fall. 

Deputy-Coroner Shanahan held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon at the Town of Lake Police 
Station on the body ot William Shandon, who 
was found ina dying condition Sunday night 
and died Monday morning, a few hours iater. 
The evidence adduced failed to develop the 
murder theory; nevertheless, many of Mr.

SALE~—CHANGE OF POSSESSION OF CUMBROUS 

PROPERTY. 

A bill of sale was made of 12,000 bushels of 
charcoal which was in the pits in which it had 
been burned upon the land of the vendor. 
There was an attempt made to remove it, but a 
few days after the sale the purchaser sent a per- 
son to the coal-pits and caused them to be sev- 
erally marked with his name. This person was 
in charge of these pits for about a fortnight, 
when his place was taken dy another who made 
oceasiona! visite each day to them. The pur- 
chaser was a croditor of the owner of the char- 
coal, and other creditors got an attachment on 
it. In this case, Tognini vs. Kyle, the Supreme 
Court of Nevada, through Judge Beiknap de- 
cided ust the attach creditors. In the 
opinion it was said: Personal property when 
sold must be delivered to the buyer if 
it is capable of actual delivery. What acts will 
amount to an immediate delivery and an 
actual and continued n of personal 
property of a cumbrous and poaderous nature, 
such as a kiln of bricks, must depend on the 
circumstances of the particular case. In this 
case, pDiacing the name of the purchaser on the 
pits and the employment of persons to watch 
the coal was a sufficient taking possession to 
give bim a full and valid titie to it, and the at- 
taching creditors must yield to bim in this con- 
test. 
PROHIBITED CONTRACTS — ACTION 
FORCE RIGHTS. 

A sewing machine was raſlled for and ticket 
No. AI drew it. F. claiming that the ticket be- 
longed to him, brougbt an action against G, who 
had obtained the machine by representing that 
be held the ticket, to recover the value of the 
machine. In this case—Funk vs. Gallivan—the 
Supreme Court of Errors of Connecticut, in ro- 
versing the judgment of the court below, 
through Judge Loomis, said: There is no doubt 
that the disposal of the machine by its owner 
by drawing was a disposal by chance or hazard 
within ovr statute; and u is equaily clear that 
every contract made for or about any matter or 
thing which is prohibited and made unlawful by 
statute isa d contract, though the statute 
does not mention that it shall be so. It follows 
that neither courts of law nor of equity will in- 
terposé to enforce such a contract while execu- 
tory, nor to rescind it and recover back the con- 
sideration when it is executed, and if both par- 
ties are concerned in the like violation of the 
law it will leave them where it finds them. 


PROHIBITED CONTRACTS—“ GRAIN OPTIONS” 
—SUM DUE BY COMPROMISE.

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A DISGRACED GOVERNOR. 


The Outrageous Conduct of the Ohief 
Magistrate of Kentucky. 

LovuIsvILLE, Ky., Dec. 17.—Facts have 
been unearthed during the past day or two 
which, to say the least, show the Governor 
and Secretary of State of Kentucky to have 
been guilty of a willful disregard of the 
laws of the State, if not of absolute con- 
spiracy to defeat the action of the Legislature 
and shield themselves from the exposure of 
official wrong-doing. Gov. Blackburn has 
made himseif notorious by his free and in- 
discriminate use of the pardoning power, by 
his remission of gambling fines, and by other 
abuses of his office. These misdeeds were 
so Clearly brought before the Legislature 
and the public last winter .that when 
the Republicans introduced a reso- 
lution calling upon the Governor for a 
record of the fines remitced and pardons granted 
by him there were not enough Democrats who 
dared vote against it to defeat it in spite of the 
fact that the Governor and all his famliy were 
on the tioor of tne House working against the 
resolution. So it was passed, and the Secretary 
of State was instructed to prepare the records. 


A month passed by, and the report was not 
forthcoming. When questioned about the delay, 
the Secretary said it involved so much work that 
it would take weeks to finish it. Finally, on the 
last day and during the last hour of the session, 
the report was brought in and laid on the 
Speaker's table, too late for consideration. I 

of course, went over as unfinished business, an 

should have been printed in the Legislative 
Record. After the House had adjourned re- 
porters requested to be allowed to copy the doc- 
ument, and were put off till evening. Then 


everybody left the chamber, the papers being - 


left on the Speaker's table. When evening came 
they had disappeared, and it was claimed thas 
they had been stolen, as no ciew to their where- 
abouts was obtainable.

He took them, looked at them, 
and, with the remark, ** They're d—d trasb and 
ought to be burned,” threw them on the floor 
by the fireplace. Afterward McDonald, think- 
ing they mignt be of importance, took them to. 
State-Treasurer Tate, and ne locked them up in 
the vault, where it is supposed they are now. 
Meanwhile the record was printed, and at the 
end of the volume reference was made to the 
resolution, and thé record was referred to as 
appearing in the second volume. That volume 
has never been printed and, McDonald says, 
never will be. 

It ip known that Gov, Blackburn, dur his 
administration, bas pardoned more than 1,500 
criminals, and has remitted fines amounting to 
more than $2,000,000, besides granting respits on 
other fines amounting to about $1,000,000 more. 
In view of these facts, the Governor has always 
been hostile to any investigation, and when a 
newspaper correspondent made bold to ask to 
examine the records last spring, his Excellency. 
meeting the reporter on the street, attempted to 
knock him down with his cane. saying: 
— you, [ll teach you to meddie in my affairs! 
Il break your —— — dead!“ It is certain 
that the Governor, Secretary of State, and State 
Treasurer have been aware of the whereabouts 
of the papers all summer, and yet hey have 
clainfed they were stolen, and have thus cheated 
the people out of the report to which, under the 
laws of the State, they are entitled.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—Itis not sur- 
prising, perhaps, that a gloomy view of Re- 
publican prospects should prevail among the 
men who.have been invited by their con- 
stituents to remain at home after the 4th of 
March next. It is the fact, however, that a 
good deal of despondent talk is heard in 
Washington. Among no class of Republic- 
ansis this more marked than among the 
Southern men in Congress and in the depart- 
ments. The possibility that the Democratic 
party may get possession of the National 


Government has a darker look to them, 
probably, than to the Northern Republican, 


because they feel that it means more. The 


Government at Washington once in the hands 


of the Democracy, and their last hope of 
checking fraud and bulldozing and righting 
such wrongs after they had been committed, 
would be lost, 


An Alabama postmaster who was here re- 


cently said that the negroes in his region, 
old and young, were just as loyal to the Ke- 
publican party as ever, He and others com- 
plained bitterly of the apathy of Northern Re- 
publicans on the subject. ‘I wish,“ said Judge 
Reynoids, who is First Auditor of the Treasury 
Department, that these Northern Republicans 
who say they're ‘tired of the bioody shirt’ 
would come down into Alabama, and go through 


a campaiga with us, and see whether we haven't 
much more reason than they have to be tired of 
the bloody shirt. The Republicans of the South 
re all tired, very tired, of the bitterness devel- 
ped in all their campaigns and of the methods 
used to maintain Democratic ascendaocy.” 
Judge Reynolds is one of the most respected of - 
fcers in the Treasury Department, arid his 
utterances on such a point are not open to 
such question as they might be coming 
from some of the trading Southern politicians. 
“When I was speaking at one of our meetings 
this fall I told colored men that they bad a 
perfect rigut to vote for Gen. I the Dom- 
ocratic candidate for Congress, if they wanted 
to. No one would hinder them, nor had any one 
the right.to = or challenge them in so do- 
ing. nT asked any one who wanted to vote 
for Gen. Shelley to hold up his hand and tell bis 
reasons. Not a hand went up. Then I asked 
those who wore going to vote for Craig, the Re- 
4 candidate, to show their hands, and it 
voked like a forest of hands. I turned to some 
Democrats who were present, and said: Gen- 
tlemen, this is the case all over the district 
where I have spoken: will the bailot-boxes show 
that after the votes have been counted?’ Per- 
haps this will give you an idea what they are 
doing with the baliot-boxesin Alabama. Here 
is the vote of Wilcox County on Congressman 
as it was cast and as it was counted, the tabie 
being taken, bear in mind, from the Democratic 
paper published at Camden, the county seat:

“That tells the story. There is another minor 
feature of thie mattor which is of importance 
to the country—the terrible demoralization 
which these crimes are working among the 
young men of the South. The work of making 

alse affidavits, etc., is put on them. I said to 
them in one of my s es this fall: Don't do 
it, boys; they eil all slap you on the back now 
and say you’re a splendid fellow, but the day 
may come when the men who are your friends 
now will turn against you, and then they'll 
taunt you with it and say: There goes 
a man who committed a penitentiary 
offense.” Judge Reynolds went on to 
say that an election with its perjuries 
and frauds was regularly foliowed by a 
marked increase in crime among the young 
men. They seemed demoralized. A Southern 
Republican, discussing this same subject with a 
Southern Democratic Senator the Other day, 
said: “Think of it, Senator, 150 men have got 
to commit perjury to put Shelley in his seat in 
Congress.“ The Senator, Woo is a very fair 
man and if he were a Northern man would be 
as far from committing fraud as anybody, 
looked very uncomfortabie. 

It is worthy of note that some of the shrewd- 
est observers here believe that after the Repub- 
licans of the North have settied some of their 
difficulties and forced through some of the re- 
forms they are now demanding they will turn 
their attention again to the fact that a vast 
body ot American citizens are be deprived of 
their rights by ud, and that the right of every 
citizen to have bis yote counted after it is cast 
will be the issue on which a united Republican 
party will carry the country in 1884, claiming 
that the settlement of it is necessary to the 
perpetuity of republican institutions. This is 
at least interesting as an opinion.

THE IRISH LAND ACT 


Not Working Wei — The Law Unfairly 
(Carried into Effect in Ulster, and the 


Wlsterites Kick. 
Pali Maul Gazette. 


It has been understood from the beginning 
of the session that the Irish members would 
pretty certainly have two discussions, one 


on the Arrears act, the other on the general 


administration of the Land act, The second 
of these subjects is pressed upon the atten- 
tion of Parliament and the Ministers by the 
members from Ulster, where the court val- 
uers have furnished an occasion for a very 
considerable display of public feeling. The 
same opportunity will no doubt freely be 
given again as was very willingly furnished 
the other night for the Arrears act. 

If we turn from the Arrears act to the 
Land act as a whole, it is certain that it has 
not in ali respects fulfilled the expectations: 
with which it was framed, but that the greatest 
object of all—namely: the revision of rent—is 
being carried out to a fairly satisfactory extent. 
The process is very siow, for the tables covering 
the first year of the act show that in round num- 
bers, and including the Civil Bili Courts as weil 
as the sub-commissions, only 17,000 applications 
have been disposed of, as against 62, 000 chat still 
remain undisposed of. If the rate bas been 
tardy. the cost has been and is enormous. The 
average amount of the reductions has, on the 
whole, been reasonabiy uniform under the three 
main conditions. Where the sub-commissions 
have revised the rent the average reduction all 
over Ireland has been 2% percent. Where the 
cases have been decided by the County Court 
Judge the average reduction has been 22 per 
cent. Wherethe landlord and the tenant bave 
ugreed between themselves, and have brought 
their agreement to be filed in court and so made 
binding tor the statutory term of fifteen years, 
the average reduction has been from 18 to 19 per 
cent. Roughly, therefore, we may say thai the 
reduction of rent elfected by the act has been 
about one-fifth. This reduction took place in 
nearly as manyWases by voluntary agreement 
between the landlord and the tenant as by urder 
of the court. There must have been many other 
private settiements not filed in court where this 
reduced standard of rent bas been adopted. If 
we add the all-important element of security to 
the lowering of rents, the improvement in the 
position of the tenant is clear, and the tenant 
knows it. 

in other ways the act has done littie. The elab- 
orate precautions which were to ruard free sale 
bave heen so far supertiuous, because the sales 
of tenancies have been very few in number, 
owing either to the unsettled state of the coun- 
try or to some other reason. Then the provis- 
ious for declaring leases void have come o very 
little: for the applicant mostly failed to prove 
either that he been a tenant from year to 
year when the wus made, or that the lease 
was forced upon or that it contained un- 

asonable terms. ithout this proof the court

“OLD SHADY.” 
Affectionate Tiibates to Poor Frank 
Lumbard. 

New York Graphite. 

Speaking of the West and Western men, I 
was saddened by this dispatch which 1 
found in some paper this week: 

CarcaGao, Dec. 10.—-Frauk Lumbard, for thirty 
years known throughoat the West as a singer, 
died last night of starvation, his stomach retus- 
—4 food, leaving bis wife and daughter penni- 

Poor Frank! Who that has known Chicago 
during the last three or four decades has not 
known the great, genial, generous-hearted, 
whole-souled Frank Lumbard? One would 
better have said they had not seen the Court- 
House, thé Post-Office, the Grand Pacifie 
Hotel, the Lake-Front, the Palmer House, 
the big depots, the “crib,” or Lincoln Park, 
than confess to not knowing this man, who 
was every one’s friend but hisown. He was 
as much a character in his way as is Long 
Jobn in his, and was a sort of 
human landmark or legacy which 
united, the two eras of Chicago’s exist- 
the fire furnished the 
line of demarcation. Originally possessed 
of a fine voice, he was in demand wherever 
vocal musie was wanted—in the concert hall, 
in church, as the pioneer instructor in the 
public schools, at political conventions, and, in 
later years, principally in saloons and beer-gar- 
dens. He never had political aspirations on his 


own account, but more than political s hes, 
editorials. or campaign documents did he assist 
in helping other men into office. Wherever he 
sang he rolled ub the majorities for his candi- 
date. At National conventions he was promi- 
nent, and in War time his voice raus out in 
clarion tones, arou thousands to the wildest 
pitch of patriotism, cheering hearts in the dark 
days of disaster and defeat, and burstme Into 
the glad notes of victory when success crowned 
the Northera arms. 

“Ole Shady” was the nickname by which 
Lumbard became known, from a favorit. min-

There died in Chicago the other day, in 
sore poverty and almost unnoticed, a man 
who deserved a better fate. We refer to 
Frank Lumbard, the campaign singer, of 
whom everybody in the West has heard, and 
with whose name is identified many of those 
quaint and stirring melodies—* Old Shady 
in particular—to which the popular heart al- 
ways so readily responds. He was a New- 
Yorker by birth, we believe, but went to 
Chicago some thirty years ago, where he re- 
mained ever afterwards, and where he was 
as well known as John Wentworth or any 
other familiar local personage. The reports'say 
that in his last illness the numerous friends of 
better days were shamefully negiectful of him, 
and he leaves a wife and child utterly destitute 
—not a very pleasant commentary upon the 
charity and gratitude of the great city where 
the poor dead singer's services were so often

California Development Setarded by

SAN FRANCISCO, 9.—Had the people 
of the Pacific coast uséd half the zeal and 
energy the last few years in combatmg the 
growing monopolies of this coast that they 
did on the Chinese question there is no doubt 
they would have succeeded in disenthralling 
themselves and the commerce and industries 
ofthis whole section. This question now 
stares them fairly in the face, and they see 
their grave error. A few evenings since 
your correspondent was conversing with 
gentlemen of prominence and plainly put 
this question to them: “ Which is the greater 
evil and curse to this coast, the Chinese or 
the monopolies of which you speak?” All 
admitted the latter were, and confessed that 
a grave mistake had been made in not 
centering our energies upon that system of 
espionage which not only makes slaves of 
us all, but cripples commerce and is det 
mental to our industries. We are not 
only servile slaves in the matter of treights, 
but land monopolies are stealing the 
heritage of the soil; beef monopolies op- 
press the laborer; and coal monopolies spring 
up and make the fire as dear as the food it 
cooks. Sugar movopolies serve to render life 
less sweet, and all other manner of monopolies 
gorge themselves upon us and then fly off to 
distant parts to enjoy their gains in climes less 
cursed with monopolies. 

It was only a few days since that 25,000 acres 
of our finest timber land belonging to the pub- 
lic domain was gobbied up by a band of specu- 


lators, and the extent to which this land grab- 


bing is being pursued is really alarming. Hach 
day mecnahics here are hired to pre@mpt 160 
acres of land in some section unknown and un- 
seen by them, and the speculator stands behind 
them toturaish the wheréwithai to prove up 
and pay the Govefnment price of the land.
